said he would start extradition 
proceedings immediately if the 
doctor persists in his refusal to 
waive extradition. 

Meanwhile, Leo F. Laughren, at- 
torney for Dr. Rutledge, said his 
defense at the impending murder 


defend the sanctity of his home 
and self defense. 
Doctor’s Story. 

Dr. Rutledge, who is recovering 
from the effects of the poison he 
swallowed as police entered his 
apartment to arrest him early yes- 
terday, told authorities he wrested 
a black-handled pocketknife from 
Hattman during the fight in 
Hattman’s hotel room last Tues- 
day. He threw the knife and 
some money he took from Hatt- 
man out of his automobile as he 
sped toward St. Louis after the 
stabbing. 

State highway patrols in Mis- 
' sgouri and Illinois have been asked 
to search the highway between 
St. Louis and Cedar Rapids for 
the knife, which has not yet been 
found. Assistant County Attorney 
David Elderkin said the patrols 
were asked to look along Routes 
218 and 61 in the two states. 

“Although we aren’t positive,” 
he said, “that Dr. Rutledge fol- 
lowed these routes, they are the 
most direct between St. Louis and 
Cedar Rapids.” 

Mrs. Alvin M. Steinke, in whose 
home at 7077 Plymouth avenue, 
University City, Hattman rented a 
room, said Hattman was in the 
habit of carrying a small black- 
handled pocket knife with him at 
all times» » Shexaaid .the_ knife, 
when closed, was about three 
inches long; She said she had not 
gone through his effects to deter- 
mine whether the knife is still 
there, ‘ 

In a statement to Linn County 
Attorney William W. Crissman, 
Dr. Rutledge from his bed at City 
Hospital said he went to Cedar 
Rapids last Monday, knowing that 
Hattman would be there, to offer 
Hattman money to “stay away 
from my wife.” 

“When Hattman laughed at me 
as though he had more money 
than I had, and when he pulled 
out his billfold and showed me 
it was full of money,” Dr. Rut- 
ledge said, “I became furious and 
hit him with my fist. The fight 
followed and I stabbed him in self- 
defense.” 

Makes Statement. 

The young doctor, who was resi- 
dent physician at St, Louis Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, started his state- 
ment with “I might as wel get 
the records clear.” Previously, re- 
peated efforts by police to ques- 
tion him had failed. He apologized 
to Detective Sgt. Maurice O’Neill, 
who was assigned to guard his 
room, for “any insults I may have 
tossed at you.”

Late action yesterday was re- 
fusal by the company to accept 
arbitration through a three-man 
panel proposed by the union. The 
company earlier in the day sug- 
gested that an arbitration board 
be -appointed by the Governors of 
the five states—Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Kansas, Texas and Oklahoma 
—in which Southwestern Bell op- 
erates. In turning down this pro- 
posal, the union stated it feared 
a board appointed by Governors 
would have a political, rather than 
an economic, tinge. 

The union then brought in a 
suggestion for a three-man arbi- 
tration panel composed of a union 
man, a company representative 
and a federal conciliator to decide 
the major issue, wages. All other 
matters in discussion would be 
settled through collective bargain- 
ing. The union negotiators told 
reporters the proposal was turned 
down by the company without 
comment. 

A company spokesman explained 
today that the company did not 
regard the union proposal as con- 
stituting true arbitration. “This 
plan would split the situation into 
a combination of arbitration-col- 
lective bargaining. The company 
suggestion for arbitration through 
a five-man board still stands; un- 
der this plan there could be con- 
clusive arbitration of all issues.” 

Frank P. Lonergan, vice presi- 
dent of Division 20, Communica- 
tion Workers of America, pointed 
out that the union had offered to 
arbitrate months ago and the com- 
pany had declined. Earlier this 
week the union proposed that the 
issues be submitted to a fact-find- 
ing board of economists selected 
by the presidents of the state uni- 
versities in the five states in- 
volved. THe suggestion was reject-: 
ed by the company. 

Company’s Proposal. 

In its recommendation for arbi- 
tration through a board of five 
members appointed by governors, 
the company suggested that the 
decision of the board on all mat- 
ters determined by it be binding 
on both parties. The company and 
union would agree, pending final 
decision by the board, that exist- 
ing agreements continue in effect 
and that there be no interruption 
of service. Both parties were to 
bear the expense of such arbitra- 
tion. : 

Lonergan said both sides are 
hopeful of finding an acceptable 
formula for settling the issues. 
Cotter, in a telegram to governors 
on Wednesday night, said: “This 


‘is to advise you that a strike is 


imminent and will likely occur be- 
fore Christmas unless force is 
brought to bear in the public in- 
terest to avert it.” 

The union, which opened nego- 
tiations last spring without stat- 
ing a definite wage figure, has 
agreed to accept a general in- 
crease of 15 cents an hour. The 
company, following long negotia- 
tions, offered a wage increase 
averaging 6.7 cents.

HE Navy is trying to de- 
velop ship engines so quiet 
enemy listening devices wil] 
be unable to hear them. 

The experts have no illusions 
about building a completely 
silent ship, but they hope to 
muffle engine noise to such an 
extent that it will be quieter 

‘than nature’s underwater 
sounds. 

“You can’t hear a baby cry- 
ing In a boiler factory,” says 
Capt. Wilson D. Leggett, direc- 
tor of the Navy’s new acousti- 
cal laboratory here. 

In the laboratory, huge ship 
engines will be hoisted up and 
turned over. Microphones will 
pick up the sounds and feed 
them into delicate noise-meas- 
uring instruments. 

Navy experts determine the 
decibel rating of the various 
types of marine engines, they 
hope to be able to cut down the 
racket. 

“The problem of noise and vi- 
bration transmitted from ships 
through the water to enemy de- 
tection devices developed into 
one of major importance dur- 
ing the last war,” Leggett said. 

He cited acoustical torpedoes 

that “hear” their way to their 
target. 


SCIENTIST BLINKS 
ONE EYE AT TIME, 
SAYSHE SEES MORE 


Briton Reports It Improves 
Research—Has Used Tech- 
nique 20 Years. 


LONDON, Dec. i8 (AP) — Do 
you make a habit of blinking with 
one eye at a time? No? 

Dr. Robert E. D. Clark, 42-year- 
old Cambridge University science 
professor, does it. He says it’s 
the only way he can keep an eye 
on his work all the time. 

He reported in a letter to the 
scientific journal, Nature, today 
that “it is easy to acquire the 
habit of blinking the eyes alter- 
nately.” He said, “I have used 
this technique in the laboratory 
for more than 20 years, and have 
always assumed t it ‘was gen- 
érally known.” ’ , 

With one-at-a-time blinks, he 
wrote, “! can watch a thermome- 
ter or an instrument dial and 
know I am seeing it all the time, 
which is impossible for scientists 
who blink normally.

Bohler is still wringing her hands 
over her terrible, terrible mistake. 


A few years ago her father, a 
struggling printer of Tahiti named 
Coulon, passed away. He left his 
daughter Marie and her brother 
little: but a collection of paintings 
and drawings, given him by a vag- 


“These are naughty, 
paintings and we must destroy 
them,” Marie told her brother. So 
they burned them all... 


| Years later, after Marie had 


married Papeete’s gusty cabaret 
keeper, Corneille Bohler, she 
learned the awful truth from her 
more worldly wise husband.

NANKING, Dec. 18 (AP)—The 
Hwai river line about 100 miles 
north of Nanking was being aban-~ 
doned by Chinese Government 
armies today. The Communists 
surged through it toward the 
Yangtze. 

By-passing Pengpu, the line’s 
anchor 108 miles northwest of 


Nanking, the Communists were 
reported to have crossed the Hwai 
in strength west of that city. 
Earlier in the week they had 
driven a spearhead across on the 
east. 

Seymour Topping, Associated 
Press correspondent in Pengpu, 
who reported this sudden develop- 
ment, said Pengpu itself might 
remain nominally—and uselessly— 
in Government hands for some 
time, 

Government defense headquar- 
ters were moved from Pengpu to 
Chuhsien, 30 miles northwest of 
the Yangtze—Nanking’s final de- 
fense barrier. 

In Hong Kong, a foe of Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek. declared 
peace was possible if the Govern- 
Ment would oust Chiang “right 
away.” 

Peiping Defense Piedged, 

In North China, a fight to the 
death was pledged for Peiping, 
but strong’ belief persisted that 
the ancient northern capital would 
escape battle. 

The pledge to defend Peiping 
was made by Gen. Fu Tso-yi, 
commander in the north Nae 
tionalists and Communists are 
fighting only three miles from 
the isolated city on the west. The 
Reds were reported thrown back 
on the east and south. 

However, the Communists cap- 
tured the air field seven miles 
south of Peiping. Four foreign 
correspondents with a Nationalist. 
courier party, which arrived by 
plane yesterday were driven away 
from the field by gunfire when 
they attempted to return to Nan- 
king today. 

Associated Press Corfespondent 
Harold K. Milks, a member of the 
party, got within a mile of the 
field. He said the Reds held the 
airport control tower. The Govern- 
ment had said the Reds were 
“wiped out.” 

Lull in Fighting. 

There wag a lull in the fighting 
closer to the city. Machine gun 
and mortar fire could be heard 
just outside the walls all day yes- 
terday, but by noon today not a 
single shot broke the silence. 
Trenches were being dug inside 
the walls. 

Gen. Chu Hsi-chun, governor ‘of 
Hopeh province, announced in 
Peiping that the garrison of 150,- 
000 men was opposed by 75,000 
Reds and the city had plenty of 
food for a siege. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Spencer Moosa in Peiping said 
Gen. Fu’s announcement of'a de- 
fense to the last man caused 
worry among the citizens, who 
want the city spgred from the 
ruin any such defense would 
bring. 

Fu addressed a military confer- 
ence and gave instructions for the 
defense of Peiping and Tientsin, 
130 miles to the southeast, a mili- 
tary spokesman said. 

Confusion in Tangku. 

Chaotic conditions were reported 
from Tangku, Tientsin’s seaport, 
The United States Economic Co- 
operation Administration office in 
Peiping heard it was impossible’ 
to unload American relief whea 
from the U.S.S. Joseph Feuer and!

| The talks in May were held in 
London, where efforts were made 
to compromise the differences be- 
tween Russia and the other three 
powers. At that time, Reber said 
he was informed by M. P. Ko-

Yugoslavia’s demands embraced 
approximately 800 square miles of 
Austrian territory in mineral-rich 
Carinthia and scenic Styria, both 
of which have numbers of Slavic 
residents.

Cost Is Greatest Since

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (UP)— 
The Government reports further 
drops in both food and average 
wholesale prices. 

The Department of Agriculture 
said the average family’s food | 
bill went down in October for the 
third straight month. The 2. per 
_cent drop was the largest since 
last February. > ' 

At the same time, the Depart 


ment of Labor reported that 
wholesale- prices feil off four 


tenths of 1 per cent in the week 
that ended last Tuesday. This 
was the second decline in two 
weeks. Average wholesale prices 
were eight-tenths of 1 per cent 
below mid-November and “only 
fractionally higher” than in miid- 
December a year ago. 

The Labor Department said the 
prices of farm products continue 
to drop, iargely because of plenti- 
ful supplies and buyer resistance. 

\The department ‘wholesale price 
index last Tuesday was 163 per 
cent of the 1926 average. The 
agency uses 1926-as a base period 
in computing its index, and the 
average for that year equals 100. 

The Agriculture Department’s 
studies were based on food items 
equal to average annual purchases 
for a family of three during the 
1935-39 period. The “market bas- 
ket” cost an average of $340 an- 
nually at that time. It hit a rec- 
ord high of $708 last July. 

In August it dropped off to $704, 
in September to $701 and in Oc- 
tober to $689. 

Despite this drop, however, re- 
tail prices in October still were 
49 per cent above 1935 and almost 
4 per cent above a year ago. 


Food Men Predict Slightly Lower 
Prices Next Year. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 18 (AP)—Re- 
tailers and their suppliers and 
‘other authorities in the food in- 
dustry expressed their opinions to- 
day on what the consumer’ can 
expect in the way of prices and 

supplies next year. 

-They expect that prices will be 
slightly lower next year, They 
look also for increased food sup- 
plies and greater sales. They pre- 
dicted the consumer could expect 
to find high quality food and im- 
proved service in retail stores. 

Views on the food outlook for

jury took four hours last night to 
uphold film writer Lester Cole’s 


suit for reinstatement to_ his 
$1350-a-week job at Metro-Gold- 
er studios. Final judg- 
ment will not be made until Mon- 
da . 

Cole, one of “The Hollywood 
Ten,” also sued for $71,550 in back 
. He was suspended a year 
ago after being held in contempt 
of Congress for refusing to tell 
the House committee on Un- 
American Activities whether he 
was Communist. . 

Judge Leon R. Yankwich will 
rule Monday on terms of the judg- 
ment. He asked the jury to re- 
turn a special verdict, giving yes 
or no answers to four questions 
of fact. 

The questions: 

1. Did Cole’s action before the 
committee “bring himself or tend 
to bring himself into publi¢e ha- 
tred, contempt, scorn or ridi- 
cule?” 

2. Did Cole ‘by his conduct be- 
fore the committee tend to 

shock, insult or offend the com- 
" munity? 

3. Did Cole, by his statements 
and conduct before the commit- 
tee, prejudice M.-G.-M. or the 
motion picture industry gener- 
ally? , 

4. Did M.-G.-M. by its conduct 
toward Cole after the Washing- 
ton hearing waive the right to 
suspend him? 3 

The jurist referred to the fact 
that M.-G.-M. retained Cole on the 
payroll a month after his commit- 
tee appearance before suspending 
him. 

The jury answered in the nega- 
tive to the first three questions 
and in the affirmative to the last. 

“ $tudios Contention. 

The studio, whose witnesses in- 
cluded M.-G.-M. head Louis B, 
Mayer, contended that Cole violat- 
ed the “public morals” clause of 
his contract. Judge Yankwich 
ruled out Communism as an issue 
in the case. 

After the verdict was returned, 
Cole told reporters: 

“T am proud of the whole trial, 
of the jury and of the verdict. This 
is the first time the American peo- 
ple have had a fair chance to hear 
all the facts of. this case.” 

(The United Press quoted Cole’s 
attorney, Robert W. Kenny, as 
saying the verdict would have “im- 
portant bearing’ on suits aggre- 
gating $70,000,000 filed by five oth- 
er writers, as well as prosecution 
of criminal contempt charges 
against all 10.)

In Defense of the A.M. A. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I thought your editorial condemning 
the proposed action of the American 
Medical Association to push voluntary 
hospital insurance was unjust and mis- 
leading. It seems that no one on your 
staff has bothered to study the history 
and content of the Murray-Wagner- 
Dingell bill, nor the results of socialized 
medicine in the countries which have 
adopted it. 

In New Zealand, which has a pro- 
gram similar to one proposed here, the 
cost is absorbing over 40 per cent of 
the general revenue, in addition to 
actual tax earmarked for the program. 
Who could believe that we could afford 
this? In addition, the program cannot 
fail to lower the standards of this indis- 
pensable profession. Many of us prefer 
not to choose our physicians from a 
Government-approved list. 


Knowing all these facts, and many 
ethers which militate as _ strongly 
against the idea, what is more natural 
than that the A.M.A, should rise to 
condemn it? The public has been get- 
ting its information from newspapers 
and from the affluent Government 
agencies which use their appropriations 
to popularize this bill by propaganda. 
Why shouldn’t the doctors, who are 
certainly vitally affected, have the right 
to pool their resources and attempt to 
present their point of view? Is’nt this 
exactly the desired. procedure in a re- 
public—concerted action by individuals? 
And after all, what the A.M:A. desires is 
voluntary insurance by individuals in- 
atead of governmental dictation. 


Aren’t we Americans capable of do- 
ing anything for ourselves any more, 
or are we going to rely on the Govern- 
ment to direct our very private lives 
until there is no area in which our 
actions are not circumscribed by gov- 
ernmental authority? If we subscribe 
to. the latter view, one question more 
seems very plain. Why are we hostile 
to Russia?

Through their associations, many lending 
institutions now exchange views on policies 
including the suppression of competitive 
pra ..+- A healthy measure of com- 
petition would. benefit borrowers, but such .

In their defense, the lenders foster an impres- 
sion that they are selling credit cheap. It is 
cheap, however, only in contrast with the 
usurious mortgage interest of the 1920s. Inter- 
est on mortgages has not come down in pro- 
portion with returns on business loans and 
yields on government bonds. Yet the Govern- 
ment, through its insurance plan, has nearly 
eliminated the risk from owning mortgages. 

With the hazard removed, Abrams thinks that 
the interest rate should be the going rate on 
government bonds plus a reasonable service fee. 
This would pull the rate down from the current 
42 per cent to 3 or 3% per cent. Each 1 per 
cent cut would save about $2.50 a month to a 
home-buyer whose carrying charges come to $50 
a month. 

Mortgage lenders have taken costly tribute, 
but no doubt they feel mistreated in being 
called to legal account.. For the sad fact is 
that one branch of the Government, the Justice 
Department, is attacking them for practices 
which the Federal Housing Administration and 
Congress itself have condoned. 

FHA, Abrams points out, has made “no ef- 
fort” to pull down mortgage interest rates. 
Competitive bidding would help, but “there 
was and is no free market in FHA mortgages. 
Individuals may not buy them because, FHA 
asserts, only special institutions can properly 
service these loans. Underwriters of public 
securities who sell similar obligations for as 
little as half the FHA yields are excluded from 
the FHA market, though they can create the 
servicing mechanism. Practices that in all:other 
enterprises would be shameful violations of the 
anti-trust laws are openly countenanced and 
approved.” 

An anti-trust campaign is at last being or- 
ganized, but the situation is nation-wide. It 
also calls for faster, more thorough and longer- 
lasting correction. If the new Congress carries 
out the proposal to investigate business and 
financial pressure groups, it ought to include 
the mortgage bankers and do a thorough job on 
them. And as Congress assembles a new hous- 
ing law, it ought to crack down on the FHA 
and take the gravy out of mortgage lending. 
Until this is done, the Government will be in- 
consistent, and it will remain a silent partner 
in a very questionable business. 
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Good Effort in a Good Cause 

John Raeburn Green and his associates are to 
be saluted on their long fight to save the Old 
National Hotel from the wrecker’s crowbar. It 
is no measure in the least of their effort or the 
worth of their cause that they should have lost. 
The sad fact is that once again an historic build- 
ing that New Orleans, Boston, or most other 
cities would cherish is being torn down for lack 
of this community’s interest in its past. 

Surely this unfortunate occurrence will give 
impetus to the adoption of legislation in the 
coming session at Jefferson City for a statewide 
historic sites and buildings commission. Such 
an official body might well have saved the hotel 
where Lincoln, Webster and other distinguished 
Americans were guests. 

But unless a state commission is created soon, 
there will not be much for it to save. Mis- 
sourians, like St. Louisans, have been too busy 
with money-making to care about preserving 
places future generations would like to visit. 
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How False a Foundation 

It is the “public relations” and lobbying tech- 
niques, rather than the technique of self- 
improvement, which the Southern Governors 
are resorting to in their plan to set up a South- 
ern Foundation to “tell the South’s story.” 

Instead of working harder. to improve pres- 
ent backward attitudes toward lynching, employ- 
ment of Negroes, the franchise for Negroes and 
poor: whites, equal educational opportunities, 
and the like, they are seeking to prettify those 
attitudes and put more power behind the lob- 
bies that are pressing them upon Congress. 

A Southern Foundation with no better objec- 
tives than euphemism and lobbying would only 
emphasize and institutionalize the. peculiarities 


that still unhappily keep the South separate 


from the rest of the Union. 

Why are the South’s interests so much dif- 
ferént from the interests of all the other states, 
and of the nation as a whole, that they cannot 
be adequately represented in that American 
Foundation usually called Congress? 

Why establish new symbols and agencies of 
Southern separatism? Far better to work for 
the complete assimilation of the South in the 
great national entity, its ideas, its aspirations 
for more and more democracy and less and less 
narrow sectionalism. Above all, why try to 
make what is ugly appear pretty by telling a 
story at all? Why not achieve the good appear- 
ance instead of merely trying to simulate it? 
Then the story will tell itself.

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A Study of the Press? 

Editor & Publishér, the trade magazine of the’ 
newspaper business, became rathér alarmed 
over the way Chancellor Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity of Thicago took some members of the 
press to task in a speech to the National Confer- 
ence of Editorial Writers. He proposed that the 


press itself should take the lead in the estab- | 


lishment of an “independent, continuing agency 
to appraise (its) performance in discharging its 
responsibilities for public enlightenment.” — 

Editor & Publisher dismissed this proposal, 
originally made by the Commission on the Free- 
dom of the Press, as too expensive. Apparently, 
however, it,felt that the challenge could not go 
unaccepted so it countered with “an offer to Mr. 
Hutchins which would cost him and us (only) a 
few dollars.” Let him select six laymen and let 
the trade paper select six newspaper men who 
would meet twice—at intervals of six months— 
to spend a day honestly discussing “the good 
and bad points of the press without rancor.” 

Now Editor & Publisher is disappointed be- 
cause Mr. Hutchins has ‘not accepted the pro- 
posal on the exact terms it was made. He said 
he would be very glad to participate in the as- 
sembling of such a group if it were a prelim- 
inary to setting up the agency he has in mind. 
He suggested that it should have a research 
staff under an experienced and respected news- 
paper man. Without research, he insisted, it 
would be impossible for either laymen or news- 
paper men to appraise press performance. 

The trade publication, does not quite agree. It 
feels that somehow those 12 men could sit down 
at a table and weigh the commission's conclusion 


that, as a whole, the press “is not meeting the 


needs of our society.” Frankly, it is hard to 
understand how this charge could be defended 
or disputed without a good deal of continuous 
study. Evidence is absolutely essential to either 
side of the argument if it is to be more than a 
matter of blind accusation and blanket denial. 
Specific instances, pro and con, alone can make 

a case. 

Editor & Publisher admits that its proposed 
group could not “determine what's wrong with 
newspapers in Siwash or Junction City without 
a research staff.” Nor could it do so, we be- 
lieve, in St. Louis, Chicago or New York without 
such a staff. 

We gather, however, that there is to be at 
least one Hutchins-Editor & Publisher get- 
together. Since there is a possibility that funds 
may be forthcoming from a private endowment 
interested in public affairs, there is a possibility 
that this may lead to a more ambitious under- 
taking. It would be a boon to all if arguments 
about the press were taken out of the realm of 
passion and prejudice and founded on hard 
facts. Such a study would benefit both the 
publie and the press. 
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Israel Is Barred 

It is regrettable that. the Security Council of 
the United Nations has denied Israel's plea for 
membership. Needing seven votes to get in, 
Israel received only five—the United States, 
Russia, Argentina, the Soviet Ukraine and Co- 
lombia. There was only one adverse vote, that 
of Syria, but five nations abstained from’ voting 
—Britain, China, France, Canada and Belgium. 
Seventeen nations have recognized Israel, and 
there were any number of good reasons to wel- 
come the new state into the family of nations. 
There is no doubt that Israel will win admis- 
sion some day, and its failure to do so now is a 
reflection on the United Nations. 
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Mr. Truman’s Solidity on Tidelands 

There has been no doubt as to. where Presi- 
dent Truman stood on the issue of state vs. 
federal control of the submerged oil areas along 
the coasts since he vetoed the quitclaim bill in 
1946. Since the issue became highly contro- 
verted he is and has been in favor of national 
protection of this vital resource. 

Even so, it is a good thing to have his position 
reiterated, particularly since the President’s 
only reference to the tidelands issue in the 
election campaign was in an “off-the-cuff” talk 
which was not reported. Mr. Truman now says 
that his stand is what it has been all- along and 
that he will reaffirm it in his State of the Union 
address next month. | 

The etection having gone the way it did, the 
threat is not so great as it was. The Republican 
platform, under the pressure of the California 
delegation, carried a plank in favor of “restor- 
ing” these submerged oil areas to the states— 
as if the states had been robbed of them by the 
Federal Government! 

The new Congress will be less disposed than 
the old to turn these valuable defense reserves 
over to private exploiters. Since the executive 
and judicial branches are already on record, this 
view approaches unanimity. However, vigilance 
is needed éf the exploiters in Texas and certain 
other coastal states are to be held in check. 
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Not Far Enough 


Henry C. Gretz, assistant comptroller of A. T. 
& T., admitted ta the Ohio Utilities Commission 
that the corporation reduced its license fee' to 
subsidiaries to remove objections to telephone 
rate increases. The license fee was lowered 
from 1% per cent of gross operating revenues 
of Bell companies to 1 per cent. It was a clever 
move, since the license fee has been sharply 
challenged in various states, but it was not quite 
clever enough. The real objection to the fee is 
that it should not be on a percentage basis at 
all. The parent corporation should be paid for 
services it actually renders, instead of taking an 
arbitrary share of gross revenues. A. T. & T.’s 
action in reducing the fee is an admission of 
vulnerabifity which does not go far enough. 
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Bountiful Harvest 

Among all the bad news that afflicts the human 
race today, it is pleasant to come upon the final 
harvest reports of the Department of Agriculture. 
They show that the 1948 crop year was perhaps 
the most remarkable in history.. Production 
records were set by corn, soybeans, peanuts, 
rice, pecans, cranberries and flaxseed, while the 

wheat crop was exceeded only by last vear’s. 
The 1948 crop year comes on top of a series 


‘of bumper harvests that extended throughout 


the war period. The United States, at a time 
when it was needed most, has had a cycle of fer- 
tility. These good cycles, unfortunately, are fol- 
lowed by ¢yeles of drouth, Happy as we may be 
over the Agriculture Department's 1948 report, 
our farm planners should‘begin looking forward 


to less bountiful yields. Th-y should intensify 


the campaign for soil.cons-rvation. whose need 


we have Seen Ree erviney ene 


year.

Moreover, the oH which foreign 
companies are shipping out of Venezuela 
at the rate of more than a million barrels 
a day is never coming back. 

It was with these facts that Senor Gal- 
legos and his predecessor, Romulo Betanc- 
court, tried to deal realistically in their 
country’s interest. Senor Betancourt insti- 
tuted a policy called sembra el petroleo— 
that is, sowing the petroleum—and Senor 
Gallegos had continued it. 

Sowing the petroleum meant taking a 
larger proportion of the oil companies’ 
profits and trying, with these revenues, to 
bring about a better balance in the na- 
tional economy. The oil profits, in short, 
were sowed in the sorely needed develop- 
ment of agriculture, other industry, trans- 
portation, education and public welfare. 


Counting royalties and taxes, the oil 
companies under the Betancourt-Gallegos 
program have been divvying up about 50-50 


with the Venezuelan people. This is not 
excessive. Oil is far and away the greatest 
natural resource of.those people, and it is 
irreplaceable. The companies obviously 
have been able to continue profitably in 
business and compete in the world market. 
They themselves have much to gain in the 
end from the economic stability in Vene- 
zuela which would insure political stability. 

The people naturally liked the sembra el 
petroleo policy, Senor Gallegos was elected 
by a landslide just a year ago, soundly 
trouncing both conservatives amd carrying 
both houses of Congress. He was, inci- 
dentally, the first Venezuelan President 
elected by a direct popular vote, the Betan- 
court reforms having given the country a 
new constitution. Evidence provided by lo- 
eal elections as recently as last spring 
showed the continued popularity of Senor 
Gallegos’ Democratic Action party. 

American oil companies, the largest an 
affiliate of Standard Oil, have about $2,- 
000,000,000 invested in Venezuela, and about 
8000 Americans work in the oil business 
there. If these companies, or any of them, 
have been, as the exiled Senor Gallegos 
charges, playing with the Falangist ele- 
ment in Venezuela, if they were involved 
in the plot to throw the New Deal Presi- 
dent out, then they betrayed not only the 
Venezuelan people but also the people of 
the United States. 

It was not only wickedness; it was also 
stupidity and folly, where the long-term 
interests of the oil companies themselves 
are concerned. 


Of course, we have just now only Senor . 


Gallegos’ word for this, But, as we have 
said, it is a word that cannot be lightly 
ignored, a word that carries. weight with 
a great many Latin Americans, a word that 
ought to have the earnest consideration of 
our Government. If our big oil companies 
have flouted the good neighbor policy and 
given their country worse repute in Latin 
America, will they get by. with it? 

At very least a congressional inquity is 
in order.

This is a point the Chronicle has 
many times advanced as, one by one, some 
of the ablest top career men—Dean Ache- 
son, Harold D. Smith and Dr. J. W. Stude- 
baker, for example—have left because they 
could no longer afford the work. 

There is no escape from the necessity of 
providing adequate incentives to keep the 
best Government workers from being 
drained off ta private industry. That is 
how the commission sees, and we think 
its conclusion cannot be blinked by Con- 
gress or by the public at large. °

Wodehouse on the Loose 


UNCLE DYNAMITE, by P. ©. Wodehouse. (Didier, 
312 Pages, $2.95.) )

With irreverent humor and a plot that 
bubbles and thickens’ like porridge, Mr. 
Wodehouse once more portrays the charms 
and follies of an aspect of English coun- 
try-house life which is peculiarly his own. 
In this preposteriously disarming tale of 
strong women, pink-faced young men and 
alarming uncles, he spares nothing and no 
one—not even the majesty of the law nor 
earls in their coronets, not even publishers. 
To say that he writes in the vernacular is 
to undervalue his powers; he takes it vio- 
lently by the throat, wrings out of it every 
hackneyed phrase and verbal ineptitude 
yet only to make the trite become comical- 
ly fresh, sometimes eloquent. No charac- 
ters utter more revealing monosyliables, 
more endearing banalities than do his. And 
while they are figures of fun even to. the 
point of caricature, one does not doubt that 
their creator loves them or that they are 
recognizably, if absurdly, like real people. 
Towering superbly over al] the others is 
the unquenchable Lord Ickenham. Retain-

BELGRADE, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
More than 4000 Jews are en route 
from Yugoslavia to new homes in 
Israel; in a mass exodus which 
has the Government’s biessing. 

Jewish sources here said two 
ships carrying 3500 men and chil- 
dren of all ages left Riejka (for- 
mérly Fiume) Wednesday, bound 
for Haifa.

MAN WHO DEVISED METHOD 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
Edward A. Alexander, law reform 
leader who devised the method of 
repealing prohibition, died yester- 
day. He was 75 years old. 

Known as the “forgotten man 
of repeal” because his role is 
known generally only to lawyers, 
he began in 1924 to urge uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment instead of modifica- 
tion of the Volstead law. Most 
lawyers believed unconditional re- 
peal was impossible. New York 
Democratic leaders refused to sup- 
port his scheme—a joint resolu- 
tion to Congress authorizing sub- 
mission of unconditional repeal to 
the people, state by state, under 
the state convention method.

Jack Dempsey won a _ decision

charge of the Coast Guard, for- 
bade officers or enlisted men) 
from “engaging in private em-| 
ployment” except where specific 
permission was given by the chief 
of the Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel. 

The judges chalked that up as 
a wild “swing.” 

Before Dempsey even accepted 
his commission, they said, he 
told his prospective senior offi- 
cers that he was under obligation 
to appear at the restaurant-bar as 
a drawing card. Not only did 
Dempsey’s immediate superior of- 
ficers okay it for him to do so in 
his off-duty hours, said the judges, 
but “indeed, they accompanied 
him there on several occasions.” 

The commissioner's other “jab” 
was that $24,724 was “reasonabie 
compensation” for Dempsey’s 
services and that the restaurant 
couldn’t take a tax reduction on 
the remaining $12,000—the amount 
of a 1942 “raise”* given Dempsey 
—because that was “excessive” 
payment. 

The judges ruled that out too, 
saying the way they saw it Demp- 
sey’s name and appearances as a 
drawing card were not only well 
worth $36,724 to the restaurant- 
bar but a bargain at that price. 

The main reason people were 
cramming the place in wartime 
1942 was “in the hope of seeing 
Jack Dempsey,” and that was why 
the place grossed $819,673 and 
rolled up a $110,328 profit, the 
judges said.

Meeting on Fact-Finders’ Report NOSEDIVES, EXPLODES 


Shattered Christmas Gifts at 
Scene of Crash in 
Louisiana. 


SHREVEPORT, La., Dec. 18 
(AP)—Seven men were killed yes- 
terday when a B-25 bomber nose- 


dived into a pasture 75 miles 
southeast of here and exploded. 

Witnesses said the: explosion 
hurled wreckage over a four-acre 
area and dug a crater “as big as a 
car.” 

The public information office at 
Barksdale Air Force base said the 
plane was en route from Biggs 
Air Force Base, El] Paso, Tex., to 
Miami, Fla.

Names of victims will be re- 
leased when the next of kin have 
been notified.
